Dems’ total control 
of state legislature 
rides on Fab Five

At some point, Stacy Lam- 
bright’s husband had to ask why 
she was keeping a huge bundle of 
glossy political mailers in their 
suburban Thornton home. 

“It’s obscene,” she explained. 

Nearly every day, Lambright 
fetches another full-page ad from 
her mailbox — most of them about 
the state Senate race in which 
Democrat Faith Winter is challeng- 
ing Republican incumbent Beth 
Martinez Humenik — and files it 
into a folder in a small cabinet. 

Along with the parades of can- 
vassers and the constant Face- 
book ads, the advertising is a clear 
signal: The Lambrights have some 
of the most important votes in 
Colorado’s 2018 elections. 

When Nov. 6 comes, this will be 
one of five down-ballot districts 
that makes or breaks Democrats’ 
hopes of taking over both cham- 
bers of the Colorado General As- 
sembly. 

Neither side is letting this fight 
go easily: The Lambrights’ Senate 
District 24 could easily see $1 mil- 
lion in spending as Winter and 
Martinez Humenik compete for a 
job that pays only $30,000 per 
year. And with just weeks to go 
until ballots arrive, the deluge of 
mail for the Lambrights will only 
get more intense. 

“My husband is like, ‘Can we 
please recycle these?’ ” said Lam- 
bright, an activist on oil and gas 
issues. “And I say, ‘No, we need to 
show people.’ ” 

Democrats control the state 
House, and that’s unlikely to 
change in this election. Instead, 
all eyes are on the Senate, where 
Republicans currently hold a 
small majority. To take it back, 
the Democrats only need to flip 
one current Republican seat. If

Feds seek to oust 
Tesla CEO Musk 
for go-private tweet

DETROIT» U.S. securities regulators are asking 
a federal court to oust Tesla Inc.’s Elon Musk as 
chairman and CEO, alleging in a complaint that 
he committed securities fraud with false state- 
ments about plans to take the company private. 

The Securities and Exchange Commission 
says in the complaint filed Thursday that Musk 
falsely claimed in an Aug. 7 statement on Twit- 
ter that funding was secured to go private at 
$420 per share, a substantial premium over the 
price at the time. 

The complaint filed in U.S. District Court in 
New York says that Musk had not discussed or 
confirmed key deal terms including price with 
any funding source. 

It also asks for an order enjoining Musk from 
making false and misleading statements along 
with repayment of any gains as well as civil pen- 
alties.
